The Rebel President's Arrival in 
New Tork from Europe. 


He Says He had a Rough Trip—That People 
Who take Stock in Vonfederate Bonds 
are Fools Then Declines to Talk. 


[New York Sun.) 

“I’m not an office-holder or a candi- 
date for office, and I do not understand 
that newspapers have any legitimate 
interest in my private life, and I de- 
cline to be interviewed—I will not be 
interviewed.”’ 

The speaker was Mr. Jefferson Davis, 
who had just returned from Europe 
yesterday aboard the steamship Neckar 
of the Bremen line, and as he spoke he 
was sitting in the cabin at the Hoboken 
pier. Mr. Davis looked thin, care worn, 
wrinkled and old. His soft hat was 
drawn well over his brow, his gray 
beard was lost in the folds of a com- 
forter wrapped voluminously about his 
neck, and an overcoat was buttoned 
closely about him. The hand he had 
just given to the reporter was cold, and 
after a few moments rubbing it with its 
fellow he sank them both into his ca- 
pacious overcoat pockets. His wife and 
daughter, who accompanied him, sat 
near by, and beside him was an aged 
friend who had come to greet and wel- 
come him upon his arrival. It was 
suggested that there were a great many 
people who took an interest in him 
personally and would like to read about 
him, his views upon certain matters, 
and such of his affairs as he chose to 
speak of. He shook his head doubt- 
fully and replied, I won't be inter- 
viewed. I am only a private person, 
on my private business, and my private 
life is my own, of no interest to the 
world. He looked weary, and even 
more careworn than before. 

„There are people who imagine that 
your influence may have had much to 
do with the advance in Confederate 
bonds a;short time since, and that your 
recent voyage to Europe may not have 
have been disconnected from those in- 
terests.

n response to a casual question as 
to what sort of a return trip he had, he 
replied with a grimace of disgust over 
the remembrance, ‘‘ Bad; very bad; 
very rough. He said that he was not 

ing to remain in New York, but 
would take the first train for Louisville 
where he hoped to enjoy some quiet 
and rest. About the reception of his 
book in Europe he would have nothing 
to say, nor indeed, could he be induced 
to speak further at all upon any subject 
even remotely connected with his past 
public life. It was intimated that after 
a short stay in Louisville he would pro- 
bably go on to Beauvoir, Miss., where 
he may reside. 

One of the officers of the steamship 
said that it was understood aboard that 
Mr. Davis had stated that the purpose 
of his recent voyage abroad was simply 
to bring back his daughter, who has 
been in Europe for several years, and 
had no reference to anything which 
could possibly interest Confederate 
bondholders, or anybody else outside 
his own family. The voyage was, as 
Mr. Davis had said, a very rough one. 
Through almost the entire time of 
crossing the hurricane - like gales, 
amounted almost to a continuous gale, 
with frightfully high seas. The bridge 
was torn away, six of the boats were 
swept off by the waves, one sailor was 
washed overboard, and a number of the 
men suffered violent contusions and 
other injuries in their conflict with the 
storm.

The cargo of the ship Lady Lisgar 
which arrived Thursday afternoon, add- 
ed to the rails already on hand, will 
make the supply sufficient to lay over 
105 miles of track. The cargoes of the 
Duke of Argyle and Alumina. now 
afloat and nearly due, will be ample to 
complete the connection with the South- 
ern Pacific at Colton—the whole dis- 
tance from National City to Colton be- 
ing within a fraction of 128 miles. The 
tracklayers are now over forty miles 
from the starting point, which is in the 
vicinity of the bridge that crosses San 
Luis Rey river. This structure is the 
only one of any size to be encountered 
on the remainder of the route. It may 
cause a delay fora day or two; after 
which there will be more rapid work 
until the big Temecula canon is reached. 
Here operations will. show up”’ a little, 
but we anticipate a steady advance 
every day, after the holidays are over 
until tee connection is made. At the 
beginning of the new year there will be 
about eighty miles of track to lay. At 
the rate of half a mile per day, the 
track will be completed in ninety days 
—the Ist of April, At three-quarters 
of a mile per day, it will only require 
sixty deys, or until the first of March. 
The Osceola and Pettingill, now afloat 
and negrly due from New York, will 
bring an additional supply of locomo- 
tives, passenger cars, ete., conipleting 
the V. rolling stock. So it will 
be seen (barring accidents) that every- 
thing will be in readiness, within a few 
days after the last spike is drivén, to 
put the entire road in operation, which 
will place San Diego over two routes, 
in connection with the great railway 


: system of the United States.

FUTURE ARCTIC EFFORTS. 


Now that the wreck of the Jeannette 
has been fully confirmed the whole 
civilized world will anxiously await the 
publication of the particulars of the 
unfortunate expedition. It seems to 
be a settled fact that the unlucky vessel 
accomplished but very little in the 
direction of making further arctic dis- 
coveries, yet the record of her voyage 
will be eagerly sought after, while the 
hardships ‘entailed by the shipwreck 
will furnish a tragic chapter in Arctic 
‘literature. The many disastrous at- 
tempts to penetrate the Arctic regions 
have convinced most people that the 
Pole will never yield up her secrets, and 
the vast body of scientists have already 
concluded that further Arctic efforts, if 
prosecuted after the present plan, will 
yield no better results than those of the 
past. In view of the repeated failures 
of vessels to reach the Pole, no matter 
how effectively they were equipped, 
more satisfactory plans for making 
Arctic explorations are now in order. 
The colonization scheme is a project 
that has received the endorsement of a 
good many Arctic enthusiasts. This 
plan is reasonable insomuch as it 
relieves an Arctic journey from many 
of the dangers and hardships that now 
render it almost impossible. It is 
known that white men can endure the 
rigors of an Arctic trip if equipped 
properly. The colonization idea em- 
braces the establishment of a series of 
settlements in the Northern regions, 
each settlement to be the basis for a 
new settlement farther north and near- 
erthe pole. The plan is to found a 
permanent colony as far north as a ship 
can penetrate in a single season. This 
settlement will be the base of opera- 
tions for an exploration party, fully 
equipped, who will work their way to- 
wards the pole, traveling as far as the 
season willl permit, and then establish- 
ing a second colony. This colony will 
serve as the starting point for another 
expedition, which will in turn establish 
a third settlement. As the colonies 
are founded, communication will be es- 
tablished between them, and they will 
be kept in supplies to enable them to 
continue their explorations. Thus the 
pole will be gradually approached, un- 
til finally it will be fully con- 
quered by man. The colonization plan 
will entail an enormous expense and it 
is doubtful whether the results will re- 
pay the outlays of nioney required, not 
to mention the labors and hardships of 
the brave men who undertake to carry 
out the details of the scheme. As all

Aden Mexican Railway—Uompletion of the 
5 Southern California Road—Where Los 
Angeles is Benefitted. 


Last night T. 8. Rogers, General Super- 
intendent of the Southern California Rail- 
road Company, arrived in town on a spe- 
cial train. A Tres reporter met him at 
the Cosmopolitan Hotel and asked the fol- 


lowing questions: 


Can you give me any information in 
railroad matters concerning the A. & P. R. 
R., the A., 8. F. & T. R. R. and the 8. C. 
Railroad? 

Very little, except that the Mexican Gov- 
ernment through its Congress has just 
granted the B. C. R. R. Company the right 
to build a line from Cala Basa, a point 
about sixty miles south of Tucson, to the 
Pacific Ocean.“ 

„Will this be of any interest to South- 
ern California?“ 

___** Certainly; it will be of the greatest im- 
portance in more ways than one. It will 
open up some of the finest country in 

Mexico, and will be of great benefit to 

your city, as well as to Ban Diego 

„How will it benefit Los Angeles? 

In the first place, there will soon be 
connections between Los Angeles and San 
Diego, which will give you a through line 
to the Southern and Eastern States over a 
much more pleasant route than you can 
now get over the Southern Pacific, and in 
the second place, there will be competition 
which must necessarily make freights and 
fare much lower than they are at pres-
